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OPERATING NEWS (via Ham Radio, January 1976) 


The 900 MHz band is receiving consideration both in and out fo the FCC. The @ 
recent opening of 115 MHz of spectrum in that region to commercial two-way users 

will accelerate technical development in that frequency renge, and Amateur Radio 

(end/er possibly Olass E CB) has at least a chance to péek up a portion of the 

remainder. 


Oscar 7 is being seriously effected by users putting signals much stronger than 
needed into it on Mode B. Overloading is causing excessive battery @ischarre and may 
be responsible for mode switching and shutdowns. Area coordinators and others are asked 
to watch for signals causing 'pumping', report calls of offenders to W3HUC c/o AMSAT 
and advise those nearby of heir abuses. (Demonstrating Mode B sensitivity, W6CG made 
over 20 contacts in one week running 500 mW to adipole antenna. Bud's QSOs included 
Hawaii and Maryland. 


Paperwork for repeaters and other. remotely controlled Amateur stations will be 
simplified greatly by an FCC action adopted in November. As of December 1. technical 
showings will no longer be‘ required part of the license application for such a sta- 
tion and technical information will » equired only as part of te permanent station log. 
Repeater license applicants, for example, need only specify thet their proposed staq 
tion will be remotely controlled... Similarly, repeater-control stations will. not even 
need to specify what repeater they intend to become a contrel station for-that's 
entered in their control station log and the log of the repeater they control.co 
Note that all information previously required as part of the FCC file record is still 
required in the permanent log. This is spelled out in Part 97-105b, which replaces 
97.41¢ and 97.41e. Control station requirements are spezled out in new Part 97.103d. 


Repeater and club station trustees should be aware that group organization plans and b> 
constitutions ge beine checked by FCC legal people to be sure funding of group Amateur 
stations is not in violation of Part 97.112. All new applicetions ere checked as a 

matter of course, and files on old licenses are sometimes pulled for review on a 

random basis. Groups whose fund raising systems seem to ask money for operation or 

use of the station ere very likely to ® cautioned. 


Canada goes after ignition noise with a new Radio Interference Regulation thet 
takes effect next September 1. The new regulation will severely limit the permissible 
radiation from any spark ignition engine, includes autos, chain saws and snow mobiles, 
with the one exception of aircraft engines. The regulation will eventually be extended 
to include other RFI sources such ss power tools and high voltage xmission lines.

UNLICENSED Amateur-like activity by the 'HF gang! opersting on sab in the region 
between channel 25 and 27.5 MHz grows at an ever increasing pace. Latest report is 
thet 10,000 each of HF- and HFA- series ‘calls’ have been assigned to these illegal 
stations and they are now well into the HFB- numbers! With rumors abundant that 
Class-D CB expansion to 27.5-MHz is due out shortly, it's not ® all unlikely that 
we'll soon find more of them than licensed Amateurs on the 10-meter band.

FCC NOTES 


The Federal Communications Commission has deregulated the Amateur 
Radio Service even more. These recent changes have gone into effect: 


The FCC is trying out a new method of Morse Code tests, Everybody 
knows that under the present system an applicant must copy perfectly 
one minute of plain text out of a five minute test to pass. Under 
the new method, the FCC would administer on a trial basis a multiple 
choice test covering a five minute transmission of text. This new 
system would relieve the apolicant of the tedium of copying one minute 
of text without error, but would still accurately gauge his or her 
competency in the reception of Morse code. 


The FCC has woived Section 97.61(e) of the rules for a veriod of 
one year to permit operation of fast-scan emateur television repeater 
stations outside of the sub-bands normally reserved for repeater 
overations in the 450 MHz amateur band. 


The FCC has released new license study guides. The questions in 
this new guide are laid out in a more logical form, unlike the older 


euldes. (From Apy, 1976, issue of Yorldradio News, Year 5, Issue 10)

THE FEDFRAL COMMUNICATIONS COMMISSION RELPASED A FIRST REPORT AND © 
ORDER ON JUNE 15, 1976 THAT WAS ADOPTED ON JUNE 9, 1976, THAT MAKES 
SEVERAL IMPORTANT CHANGES IN THR RULES. THEY ARF AS FOLLOWS: 


1. If you sre sending an FCC applic:tion Form 610 for a new oper- 
ator license, including one which requests a change in operator 
vrivileges, which includes requests for examinations by mail, (also 
changed=--see below), you are now to send it to the FCC field office 
nearest to you, along with any required filing fee. Applications 
for Novice Pistiesd are exceyed, however; they should still be sent 
to the office in Gettysburg. This amends §97.11(b). 


2. THE CONDITIONAL AND TECHNICIAN (C) LICENSES ARE NOW OBSOLMTE, 
Quote from order: ",...Persons now holding licenses obtained on the 
basis of a mail examination will not be adversely affected by this 
rule change. All such licenses may continue to be renewed, and Rule 
Section 97.25 is being modified to indicate thet exanination credit

3. The 175 mile eligibility rule for licenses has been eliminated. « 
From now on, The only way to get a mail examinetion for any class e 
of license except Novice is to show a physician's certification that, 

because of a protracted disability, the applicant cannot get to a 

Commission examining point. The exeminer will be selected by the 

Commission, Note that this does NOT apply to Novice applicants, 

and the procedure for examination remains pretty much the same. 


4. Probably the biggest change is with Novice class licenses. 
They are: 

a) ",..all persons entering the Amateur Radio Service, at any 
level, sucessfully complete examination element 2 in addition to the 
other exanination elements presently required for the license 
examination being undertaken." Hlement 2 is the written portion of 
the Novice test. This means that if you want a General, or any other 
license, you will have to pass the Novice test first, If you Go not already hee 
a Novice license. 

b) Section 97.9(f), which prohibits the issuance of 2 Novice 
license to anyone who has held any amateur license within the last 
12 months, has been eliminated. 


c) Novices, and anyone else transmitting on the Novice bands, 
may have up to 250 watts final input power in their transmitters. 
Novices: this merns that you are no longer restricted to 75 watts 
of power. Other operators, you are prohibited from transmitting 
with more than 250 watts of power on the Novice tends. 


5. §97.7(f) has been eliminated, so Technician class licenses will S 
now have Novice privileges included with their licenses.

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CIRCUIT OF THE MONTH (FROM 1975 ISSUE OF 101 BLECTRONIC PROJECTS): o> 


If you want to know if the crystals in your transmitter or 
receiver are working proverly, you have a choice. You can either 
use an expensive frequency counter or the circuit shown here. 

While it is not to be assumed that this circuit will be as accurate 
as a frequency counter, it will tell you if your crystal is properly 
"nective" by comparing the output against that of a known good 
crystal. This checker will test both the fundamental and overtone 
tyne crystals. The socket should match the vins on the crystals you 
wish to test. You might want to install sockets in varallel if you 
use more than one type. The wiring is not critical, and you may 
assemble the circuit in any type of cabinet. 


To use the checker, first plug a known good crystal in and press 
the push-button. Note the meter reading. Then plug in the question- 
able crystal. Note this meter reading. If the crystal is good, its 
output should approximate that of the reference crvstal. Make sure, 
however, that the reference crystal is an exact duplicate of the one 
being pegreds or you may get a misleading meter indication.

In the field of "jammer" searches, Mr. Postlethwaite likewise has 
developed an expertise. This is done by the use of RDF, which leads 
the searcher in the direction from which the radio signal emanates. 
\By the use of trial and error, the jammer can invariably be "pinpointed" 
“Procedures are further being developed to provide techniques which will 
be admissible as evidence in the prosecution of those jamming rzdio 
frequencies, 


During the evening, Mrs. Postlethwaite manned (womanned?) the 
information and literature booth.

The Federal Communications Commission is in the vrocess of changing 
all Novice callsigns, NOVICES WILL NO LONGER BE ISSUED DISTINCTIVE 
CALLS. - In other words, Novices will no longer be issued a "WN" call. 
Instead, they will get a "WA" or "WB" call, just like any other op- 
erator. If you already hold a Novice license, and if they haven't 
done so already, the Government will soon be sending you a new license 
with the new prefix. All new Novice licensees will be issued a 
standare call prefix from now on. Your particular three-letter 
combination should remain the same, however.

MORE NOTES: 


As of November 26, 1976, the Federal Communications Commission 
acted further in deregulating the Amateur Radio Service. It is no 
longer required that prior notice be given to FCC of extended portable 
operation. The requirement that portable stations identify themselves 
as such has also been dropped. It is no longer necessary that 
portable stations identify themselves as portable stations unless 
they want to. 


To reduce operating costs, WWV transmissions on 2.5, 20 and 
25 MHz will be terminated on February 1, 1977. Users of the service 
may make comments to the National Bureau of Standards, Time and 
Frequency Service Section, Boulder, CO 80302.
